In an Elstern paper I find an article, appaie.-itly quite serious and sincere, on 
the dangers ot wealth, in which it is alleged that the accumulation of a great 
fortune necessarily leads to the absolute degeneration of those who possess it. 
The article says: “The father accumulates wealth with hia own eflorta, but 
the OTUS and daughters no longer consider it necessary to practice any useful 
actjvity.” Why should they? They have enough money to enjoy life without 
labor, and since their sons and daughters also are quite of the aame opinion, 
the complete ruin of these “poor" rich people usually follows in three generations. 

The conclusion is plain. According to this the poor really ought to be glad 
that they and their successors are doomed to no such melancholy fate. 

But strange to say they are n-- glad. 

The man who must exert all i'a energies day by day juat to provide bread 
for himself and family cannot be convinced that a man is worse off who by the 
possession of money has all the enjoyments of life at bis command. 

Besides, the rich msn endures with great patience the fa e laid upon him. He 
IS no more alarmed »t the threatened degeneration of hia children and bis chil¬ 
dren’s children than be waa about the alleged difficulties of a rich man getting 
into heaven. He has u. reason to fear either. He knows that hia means allow 
him to ao educate hia descradaata that they wBl-have eaeagh physical, mfitil 
and moral stamina to enjoy life without ruining body and soul and also with¬ 
out fatiguing labor. 

And they look with contempt on the miierable people who must earn their 
scanty livelihood hy the sweat of their brow—who toll for the benefit of the rich 
—end whole descendants go down n orally, mentally, physically and even— 
religiously. , 

No, it is really high time to atop this silly gabble about “the enrae” which 
weighs upon the poaeession of a million.

A CHANCE IS NEEDED IN CHICAGO^ 
It Is not a harsh Judgment to say that 
Socialism adrances in faTor in Chicago 
in apite of the Socialists. In no city in 
the United Statew-.are the conditions so 
well calculated to bring oat a Lirge and 
aincere Socialist rote as there, yet the 
Tarioua Socialist factions operate so as 
to keep back that expression and then 
clutch to their breaats their paltry Tote 
with the poor excuse that it will bring 
on the “aocial reTolution” by its quality 
(class consciousness) if not by its quan¬ 
tity. They try to imagine strength 
where there is only weakness. Real 
Socialist work is erideutly too bard for 
some of these impotent phrase*moDgers— 
they w'ould rather indulge in moathings 
of stilted, meaningleiM phrases and for* 
mulas, while the bewildered populace, 
more or less filled with Socialistic ideas 
and leanings, witnesses the antics of the 
preti nded custodians of Socialism and is 
repelled and mistrustful. Labor organ!- 
aatioo is extenslTe and rery strong in 
Chicago, yet it shows little or no effect 
from Socialistic agitation, contrary to 
the rale in other jdaces. While the 
working class all over the country this 
spring increased the Socialist rote in a 
way to make capitalism uneasy, in Chi¬ 
cago and Glerelaud the rote went back. 
Kren the one creditable piece of cam* 
paigning, the big Auditorinm meeting in 
Chicago, that was such a succeaa, could 
not rifdeem the sitnatlon. There waa 
not the underlying, persistent, steadygo¬ 
ing agitation in the ahops and working 
diitrict to sustain it.

OUR COMRADES IN SHEBOYGAN. 

On the face of.the retuniM the vote at 
Sheboygan looks somewhat uneven, but 
there are indications that it iltos far from 
being so. Fully 'l.%0 Socialist voters in 
attempting to cast a straight ticket 
placed their emss in the square above 
Comrade Uora's name instead of in the 
circle at the tup of the column. If these 
ballots had been counted for the entire 
Social Democratic ticket, which w’as 
clearly the voters’ intention, instead of 
for the mayor only, the entire Socialiat 
cu/ ticket would have carried, electing 
their candidates for city attorney and 
comptroller. Proof of this was seen in 
the fact that Bom carried the Eighth 
ward, while the ward candidates did not. 

After the Socialists bud won the elec¬ 
tion at Sheboygan they had a parade. 
They marched almost sileotly through 
the crowd lined streets, pleased but dig¬ 
nified. But the other side did not 
render as good an account of it¬ 
self. .\s soon as the result of 
the election was known a number of par¬ 
tisans for the plutes assembled before 
the Volksblatt office and pelted the w‘in- 
dows with mod. Later two of their 
number pulled down two American flags 
from the roof of (he buildiug and tore 
them into shreds. 

A thing that must gratify all Socialists 
is the fact that no Socialist office seekers 
were developed by the election. But one 
member of the party asked Mayor 
Bora for political preferment. At the 
new mayor's request, the party members 
aided him in making bis selections, and 
the spectacle of place-bnnting that al¬ 
ways accompanies an old party munici¬ 
pal election was spared the i>oople of 
Sheboygan. In fact some difficulty was 
had in getting Socialists to accept. The 
position of superintendent of poor w'as by 
common consent offered to one of the old- 
time Sociilists of the city, a faithful and 
sincere- and unselfish worker for the 
cause, a man well along in years, whose 
sympathetic nature fitted him for the 
work, in contrast to the previous incum¬ 
bent, who was reported to be brutal,to 
poyr people. But while the old man will 
be rescued from long hours of drudgery 
in a factory at $ 1.10 a day. and will get 
better pay and better hours, U has taken 
a good deal of urging to get him to ac¬ 
cept. He insists he is not a Socialist 
for the sake of an office. 


The Bdilwaukee Jonrnal, in its desire 
to give the trusts a bltpk eye, got off its 
guard the other day and gave its readers 
noma of the truth that capiullst papera 
usually keep in the background. It said: 

"We are accustomet lo the pessimiaUc 
cry that the rich are getting richer and the 

r r are fettlDg poorer. Its source general- 
Is not such as encourogea confideuce. 
But what are the facts? The tost census 
shows that the average annoal wage per 
person In the mannfacturlog industries of 
this country was In 18U0 sod $438 In 
moo. a decrease of v7. This U half the 
truth—the poor are gettlug poorer. The 
same census shows that the gross annual 
product |>er wsge-esruer In 1800 a’ss $2.3(H 
sod lo moo $2,451. Then, while the poor 
are getting poorer. somelK>dy else U getting 
richer. 

"The recent declaratlou of the Standard 
Oil dividends show that John D. Bocke 
feller's Income from this source for the 
last ninety days has been $8M88.88 a day. 
If coutlnued for the rest of the year at this 
rate, he will receive In dividends for the 
four quarters $32.333433.20. Here Is one 
man at l^st who to getting richer. This 
profit of nJs In Itself absorbs that $T loss 
of 4,619,047 men. 

"The newspapers of the country have 
Iteen exploiting the fact that Jtodrew Car¬ 
negie has Informed the New Y’ork tax com- 
mtoslooers that he will pay on the $S,000,- 
000 assessed on hto penoniity and on 
realty aasessed at $2,000,000. He Is general¬ 
ly commended because be does not seek to 
have hto taxes reduced or to escape them 
on the plea of non-residence. 

"It la stnnge. Indeed, that he should pay 
hto taxes without a murmur! The custom 
among rich men Is to evade them and let 
them fall upon the poor, whose annual 
wage they have reduced $7 sod whose 
cost of living they have incressed through 
combine prices on sU prodocU." 

Now it isn’t the combines exclusively 
that are extracting the very life and nerve 
from the working clan, hot it ia the en¬ 
tire capitalist cl a a a, each member thereof 
according to the amount of 'increase" 
his wealth holdtnga entitln him to.

We cbooee the folk>#lng excerpu from an editorial in the New York' ^'orker 
on "How to Prevent (Cliques," for their vaine as a matter of general application 
lo the party the country over, ft appears that certain members of the party in 
New York formed an alleged combluation to bring discord and distrust into the 
movement, resulting lo the suspeuaiao of three men ot the last locsi m«.‘etittg of 
the central orfouisatioD, lasting till after midnight. Irregulurit.v of acHvnnts is 
alleged, while one of the three was charged with se<*rrtJy ,s«‘ekuig to disrupt the 
movement while drawing a salary as orgauixer. We have no desire to prouounw 
on all the details of the affair, but menly to comiiiend the general cauimus 
which the editorial coutalns. After <*onimcuting ou the action of the luectlug, 
the editorial says: 

No |)olitlcal roachiuery that has ever been devised works quite automatically. 
Universal suffrage, represeuiatiou, iultiatlve and referendum—-all tlu^s** an* g«H>d 
mnehiuery, If well used. But the most thoroughly denuMTatic cimstitutiou in 
the world, with the nmst carefully plauiied system of chwks and balances, will 
not of itself pravent usurpation or nialaduiinisirutioii. The one assuming of the 
right admiiUHtrntion of the afl^alrs of any iKoly of men is that the rank and hh* 
should Ik* countantiy active and alert. 

It is not enough to sny that so-and-so are wlf-st'ekiiig or faeiion-* peixms 
and that they ure the can*S 4 * of the trouble. We must expect to liml always and 
everyWhen* Mime unm’nipulous self-seekers nnd some whi* by N-mpcriimeni are 
bm‘ders of discord. We must expect even that the Socialist movomeut will get 
rather more than its share of those whote trade or whose amiisemeul is "to hsh 
in tmubled waters." And we must ex|»e<-t that such perMOis. whenever and 
wherever they lH*giii their evil Wii’-k In our ranks, will be openly or m^ttcII.v en- 
4 t»uragiMi and aideil and abelterl by the nM-ogiuwiI enemies of oiir eaiise. Ihis 
is one of the iiomiai ditticultios of our movement. It is therefore «iur duly H* 
guard against sui*h n danger, and if we fail lo do so, we are to blame. M«»r»*»)ver. 
us we shall |)oint out later, the evils of eliqiie isditics and laelion may grow up 
even without any delil)eraie ill iiilentlon. nt the beginning, an the part of iloMe 
concerned in it. 

IaM us not, then, forget that we have a resiAOusibility for wliai has bwn 
douo and for what is to be done. In a dt*iuoiTutic orgauizatiiin the burden of ev- 
*»ry erorr n*sts uimju ail and upon each—not only uihju each wh« d»H*s wr 4 mg. but 
upon each wlio faiU*d to pnweiit the wrong-doing. 

It is very easy to decline every nomlnnUon for u party ofllee nnd to vote for 
anyone who is willing to accept; it is even possible to coiivim*e yourself that It is 
modestv und not indolence that prouqits you. It is very easy, having electe*! 
party offi<Trs. to think that you have deleguted all your duties us well us some of 
your authority lo them, to dismiss 4ho subject fnuu your mind, lo think that it Is 
niiuecessarv for y»»u either to supinirt or to control them. It is very easy, when 
>H»me more wuu hful <‘oiiinide gels up in your meeting and tells yim that things are 
not all as they should be, to rebuke him ns Mug too suspiebius, l<i tell him yon 
want penif, und to go uway wliistliug nud ehtiTful. 

All this is very easy. Imt it is not very wise. After you have gone on very 
<-omfortably for a while, your iH*aceful dreams are always rudely diMurbed »iud 
you liuil that, Ihh'uum* y«m have ueglwlt'd lo watch uml work, ytm uo'v have to 
tight. Then you gel angry. You waul to blume souhmiio-. You >honld blame yonr- 
Sl'lf. 

We ir. New York may think ourselves fortunate that the affair whi<-li culls 
forth lh«*ae remarks was no worse, that the umalenrish biiiigliug of tlmsc impli- 
culeil ^•omp^•IU^ their sai K|M‘edy exiHisure. Shi“wil inen 4 * 4 ml»l have doio* much 
greater harm. But tlu-se are not the lust of uli j»ossibl»’ iiitrigner>*. 'I he next set 
may be sim*wdiT. 

To prevent the re|K»tilion <if sm'li troubles lh**re is but one wuv: 1 he^e*uiira«K*s 
in their dislricls must ms* to it that they elect ilelegiites to th<* ticnerul Coinmillec 
who will attend rcgnlui'y and must insist that they rctnirl lUi all that goes on 
there; the (Jeneral I’o ..miltee imiHl insist ou the strictest udheren*t; to the rules, 
even at the cost of some inconvenience; they must insist that Ih*. t’lty Kxeciitivc 
reiKtrts its prociNTlings fully and explicitly; they must insist that the rank and hie 
bo frequently and definitely infornu'd of the slate of the party’s tinances; llo*v 
must m*!* that salaried officers are paid regtilarlv as well as that they do the work 
they are paid for; iu chousing oflltvrs and <t»mmiltecmcn they must more carefully 
consider the proven tilm *88 of the men, judiciously mtiigiiiig older und newer com- 
ratles on important committees, in onlcr that t!»e latter may have a chance lo 
learn by exi»erieiioe how lo conduct party business aud yet that imi»ortaiit matters 
shall never be wholly in the hands of the novices or iiutrie«l men. 

If these things are doue, we uewl liave in» fear of factions or of cliques or of 
**|)owers tiiut be.' _

Of course, we are not trying to 
liken such newspa|>ers as the Journal to 
the unthinking brute, for that paper, and 
others like it, know pretty well that the 
trust is an effect rather than a canse, but 
it is iu the interest of the capitalist sys¬ 
tem to pretend the contrary. They want 
their readers to believe that the trnatl 
can be successfully fought, and that when 
they are "anilihilated’’ peace and plenty 
will be the lot of the industrious worker. 


In sending the news of the election in 
Chicago to the New Y'ork Worker, Com¬ 
rade A. M. Simons said the following: 

"The InUcDendent Labor party has 
pried loose ahool 10,000 workers from 
the old-party allegiance and has taught 
them the lesa m of the neceosity of inde¬ 
pendent political action by the laborers, 
and they are now the ripMt kind of ma¬ 
terial for f^ialist propaganda.

As Labor Sees It! 

Milwuuk^H*, March 1.—Editor Herald; 
.Vi the diseiiHslon following a lecture held 
by Prof. .Meyer at the Tweuiy-tirat ward 
school on Ninth and King streetR, an 
o[>iaion. which is held by a great many 
working people, was voiced, iiaiuely, that 
the professors at the various American 
uuiversities ure influenced by capitalists 
to attack Kocialisiii, or rather to oppose 
it, in order to hold tlfeir jobs. This may 
i>o somewhat skeptical, but have not the 
great moss of workers rt*ason enough to 
(*ume to this eonclusion? 

The giv:it mass of workers work day 
by day iu grimy factories, for what? 
Just to make a living. Now*, what have 
our professors to say about this? They 
say something like this: "Why what iu 
the world are you kickiog about? Don’t 
yon know that the w'orking uiau never 
live<l as gtMid iu nil the history of the 
world as iiow’f" Admitting this, Just for 
the sake of argument, although volumes 
have Ikh*ii WTltteii in refutation of this 
view, is that a reason to be quiet? The 
ancient Roman proletarians were kept 
miiel by being given "bread and games.” 
The modem proletarian is kept quiet by 
the-same means. He goes to the saloon 
and theater. t*speciany the young mtm. 
But let him try to do auy amount of in* 
tellecttial W’ork, however great may be 
his desire, w'heu evening comes around 
it is odIv with the greatt*st exertion that 
he is able to frame hia thoughts. A cau¬ 
dle can't bum ot both ends. Why there 
ore Dot a few working men who drop 
asleep while reading the paper Immedi¬ 
ately after supper. Now this is the kind 
of life we are to be satisfied w*itb? Ev 
ery thinking workingman must inevitably 
feel the gn*nt iujtistit'e done him. and if 
onr professors leil him to be quiet be¬ 
cause it never has been auy better, he is 
justified iu donbtiug their sincerity. If a 
wrong has been in vogue for 10,OCX) years 
It is Just as much of a wrong uow as it 
was iu the iK^uiiiiig. 

Workmen, especially trades unionists, 
have i*ome to the conclusion same as the 
capitalists who nre forming trusts, that 
mmpetitioi: is a Imd thing. They found 
out that the greater the competition 
among them, the l(*ss they get of the 
priNlnct of their toil. This gives rise to 
n f<Hdiiig of solidarity among w'orkers to 
resist mllectivelv any aggression of cap¬ 
ital. Now. anybody who is acquaiutM 
with shop life kuowa that there are cer¬ 
tain iiidividntils in everj* shop who are 
(‘omtnouly ctilhHi. as shop slang would 
have It "suckers." lliese men lack the 
spirit of s 4 )Hdarity. All they are after 
I'* to get ns much "cidn" ns possible. If 
they cau get this hy working iu the in¬ 
terest of their fellow workers, all right, 
they’ll do it. lu case, however, that they 
must upiKise thrir fellow men’s Interest 
they’ll also ilo it. "As loug as there’s 
money iu It." This is the type of the 
self-made man. If our profesaors tell

At one of the niet*tings Prof. Meyer 
was nsketi; "What do yon think Is a Just 
wage? 1 think a w’orker ought to get 
all he prmluces."
